On  September  4,  1947,  thirty-three  Jolly  Juniors,  who  were  almost  full-grown 
“Fledglings,”  settled  down  to  studies  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  E.  R.  Allen. 
At  last  we  were  recognized  as  one  of  the  classes  of  the  school.  Most  all  the  Juniors 
learned  to  dance  this  year  and  enjoyed  dancing  very  much.  Near  the  end  of  the 
term,  our  Junior  play  and  the  annual  Junior-Senior  Prom  were  given.  Next  year 
the  tables  will  be  turned  and  some  one  will  be  giving  a  prom  for  us.  In  other 
words,  we  will  be  the  “Senior  Class  of  1949.”

In  November,  1947,  the  girls’  basketball  coach  had  one  tried-and-found- 
true  forward  and  forty  girls  with  a  desire  to  learn  basketball  and  a  determination 
to  capture  one  of  those  five  vacancies  on  the  Eaglet  team.  By  the  end  of  the 
season,  five  more  girls  were  experienced  and  the  six  Eaglets  turned  in  a  perform¬ 
ance  that  included  some  beautiful  basketball,  some  medium  basketball,  some 
heartbreaks,  when  a  game  had  to  be  given  to  another  team  for  their  one-point 
lead,  but,  most  of  all,  some  wonderful  team  spirit  that  caused  those  Eaglets  to 
rally  and  win  when  it  looked  like  the  Eagle  opponents  were  laying  more  eggs  in 
a  basket.
